In it so much jealousy existed that its 
members were always fighting among them- 
selves. 

Seeing the committee was clogged, Judge 
Crisp arranged for the question to be taken 
up and voted upon in the house regardless 
of the committee. That was done, and the 
house voted all proposed bills down by a 
large majority. Nearly all of Mr. Cleve- 
jand’s cuckoos voted against it. Every ef- 
fort was made to get the president to put 
his shoulder to the wheel, but he refused. 

Mr. Swanson Tells the Story. 

The republicans and cuckoo democrats 
defeated it. 

But here is the story of the effarts to 
pass a repeal bill; it was told today by 
Mr. Swanson, of Virginia, one of the most 
earnest advocates of the repeal of the 10 
per cent tax on the issue of state. banks 
who has ever held a seat im the house: 

“On the 6th of June, 1894," said Mr. Swan- 
son, ‘‘a vote was taken in the house upon 
the repeal of the tax upon the issue of 
State banks. The vote resulted in 102 for 
repeal and 172 against. Mr. John DeWitt 
Warner on this vote declared against re- 
peal as shown by the record. In the fifty- 
second congress he voted for the repeal. 

“I know that Judge Crisp was as earnest 
a friend of repeal as’ there was in the 
house. 

“As there was a direct vote upon the 
question in the house, the formation of 
the committee could not have prevented its 
passage. At the suggestion of Judge Crisp, 
I made a poll of the house before the vote 
Was taken. I then stated to him that I was 
afraid we could not adopt a repeal bili‘ in 
the house. While a majority of democrats 
favored repeal, many were opposed to it. 
Then, at his suggestion, I circulated a pe- 
tition to have a democratic eaucus in order 
to make a party measure of the repeal. 
The caucus was called, at which Judge 
Crisp was present. The caucus by a good 
majority recommended the passage of the 
repeal bill, which was afterwards voted 
upon in the house. Many democrats re- 
fused to abide by the caucus’s action. The 
only northern democrat whom I can recol- 
lect as voting for repeal, was Mr. Tracey, 
of New York. 

“Mr. Warner voted against repeal, even 
after the caucus action. The trouble with 


_ the question of repeal has always been be- 


tween those who favored unconditional re- 
peal and those who favored repeal with re- 
Strictions. It has been impossible to get 
these two factions to agree on a measure. 
The same difficulty existed in the commit- 
tee that existed in the house. Many who 
favored unconditional repeal, would vote 
for no bil} containing federal restrictions. 
The Texas. Arkansas and Missouri mem- 
bers were the leaders of this faction. Some 
of the northern democrats would vote for 
Tepeal provided there were restrictions. 
Crisp Not Responsible for Defeat. 
“There was not the remotest chance of 
the passage of a bill unless these two fac- 
tions could be united on some measure. The 
Wise thing which was done by Mr. Crisp 
Was to appoint a committee, representing 
the two factions in order that they might 
unite and report a bill to the house. This 
they failed to do. But Mr. Crisp cannot be 
held in the least responsible for the vari- 
ous factions failing to agree upon a meas- 
ure. Though the committee failed to agree 
Mr. Crisp afforded opportunity for a vote 
in the house on all the proposed repeal 
measures. This was all he could do. The 
failure to obtain the passage of any bill

Judge Cockrell’s Letter. 
Representative Cockrell, of Texas, has 
written a strong letter to a consituent of 
his district declining renomination, and 
expressing his view on the situation. 
Judge Cockrell says he is glad the gold 
democrats of Texas have relieved the dem- 
ocratic party of their association. ‘The 
truth is,”” he remarked, “‘I am tired of pa- 
rading under a democratic banner which 


“has been so foully besmirched by men 


who claim to be democrats.” He refers 
to Cleveland and Carlisle going back on the 
rank and file of the party, and as regard- 
ing the men ‘‘who have worked in the 
ditches as cranks and lunatics.”’ 

Judge Cockrell expresses his surprise that 
an attempt is being made to “fondle and 
conciliate” the gold men of his state. He 
Says he does not want any ‘harmony 
with the men who have abandoned us and 
reversed their records of a lifetime.’’ It 
is the kind of harmony and misplaced

Concluding his letter Judge Cockrell says: 
“The gold standard once recognized by 
law, backed by the wealth of the world, 
nothing short of a bloody revolution would 
bring relief to an overburdened people. 
Let us make no mistake about the purpose 
of these men who are now pleading for 
harmony, with the intent, if they can suc- 
ceed, in gaining the ascendency in the 
democratic convention at Chicago, to fasten 
on the party, over a known majority, a 
declaration for the gold standard, and then 
tell us we are not democrats if we refuse to 
support then? in their scheme. The fight 
is for supremacy in the Chicago conven- 
tion and they Know the advantage of being 
backed by the maé¢@pBinery of the party. 
Which ever faction has a majority in Chi- 
cago will adopt the majority rule, make 
the platform and name the candidate, just 
as each state is now adopting the unit 
rule.’’ 

The stay of execution of the Competitor 
prisoners on the part of the Spanish gov- 
ernment means that the president’s re- 
quest has been complied with. Spain will 
handle the United States gently, and it is 
all important that the Spanish government 
retain the friendship of Mr. Cleveland if 
it proposes to do so.

ELEVEN LIVES LOST. 


A MISSISSIPPI BOAT IS BLOWN 
UP NEAR VICKSBURG. |

Some of the Bodies Have Been Re- 
covered—A Number of People 
Were Injured. 


Vicksburg, Miss., May 11.—One of the 
most terrible disasters of recent years oc- 
curred last night about twenty-five miles 
below this city,.the tow boat Harry Brown, 
ct Pittsburg, upward becund, from New 
Orleans, exploding her boilers at 11 o'clock. 

The boat was a complete wreck and sunk 
in less than five minutes. 

Eleven lives are known to have been lost, 
including Pilot Norman X. Dravo, G. W. 
Bardsley, steersman; William Dougherty, 
chief engineer; Miss Annie. Hess, chamber- 
maid: Tom Judge and William Wilson, fire- 


men. 

The bodies of First Mate William Fitz- 
simmons, Second Mate George Keirn and 
William FKellin, lamp trimmer, were re- 
covered and brought to this city by the 
gteamer Wash Honshell, which fortunately 
was in sight of the Brown at the time 
of the accident. The survivors and also 
the wounded were brought te this city on 
the Honshell. Four of the offigers and crew 
of the Warry Brown are in the marine 
ward of the ‘Vicksburg hospital, as fol- 
lows: 

Captain John Keirn, master, hip seriously 
injured. 

William Crimm, carpenter, leg broken. 

Jobn Hardin, badly scalded and otherwise 
injured. 

John Delaney, second engineer, badly 
scalded and otherwise sericusly injured 
internally; will probably die. 

Pilot Dravo, who was lost, was of Pitts- 
burg. 

The tow boat Honshell was so near the 
the explosion occurred that 
her yawls were lowered at once and were 
promptly manned and saved many lives 
that would have been lest if it had not 
been for the prompt service. Captain 
Keirn, the master 2f the s3rown, although 
scricusly it jured, remained cn the atter 
part of the cabin roof of the Brown, where 
he had been blown by the explcsion. This 
portion of the cabin ficated off from the 
it sank. Captain Keirn and Pilot 
Dan Kain were in the Brown’s pilot house 
when the explosion occurred. Captain 
Keirn states that it wculd be impossible 
fcr any cne to teil how many of the 
seven boilers exploded, as the darkness 
prevented any one seeing anything. He 
said it seemed to him that the hull went 
down in less then a minute. Captain 
Keirn says that he has no blame to attach 
to any ne, as the cause of the explosion 
will never be known. 

The Harry Brown was built in 1882 and 
was ownel by the “1g coal firm of Brown 
& Co., of Pittsburg. The boat was in 
perfect order and had just cleaned boilers 
at New Orleans. Captain Keirn says she 
was running at her usual speed and under 
no special pressure. 

The boat carried a list of forty-eight 
officers and crew, all white. She had in 
tow six empty barges and two fuel boats. 


TIRED OF LIFE. 


Chief Engineer of the Brooklyn Times 


Kills Himself with Gas. : 

Nev Ycrk, May 11.—Walter Taylor, the 
chief engineer in the establishment of The 
Brooklyn Times, killed himself with il- 
luminated gas in the job department of the 
newspaper yesterday afternoon. His body 
was found at 8 o’clock last night by tne 
night watchman. . 

Taylor was fifty-two years old and lived 
with this wife and grown-up son at No. 
74 Morton street. Every Sunday it was 
Taylor’s custom to go to the establishment 
and look over the machinery and presses. 
Often he would work all day. He left his 
house shortly after noon yesterday’ and it 
is thought went direct to the establishment, 
Nobody saw him enter. 


AN EDITOR’S DEATH. 


Henry Cuyler Bunner, Editor of Puck, 
Died Yesterday. 

New York, May 11.—Henry Cuyler Bun- 
ner, editor of Puck, died at his home in 
Nutley, N. J., this afternoon of consump- 
tion. After Mr. Bunner’s return from Cal- 


* ifornia, where he went in search of health, 


he failed steadily. 

Mr. Bunner had been editor of Puck since 
1877, having succeeded the first editor of 
that paper within a few months of the 
time the publication was begun. He was 
born in Oswego in 1833..

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WEYLER RESIGNS 
BUT IT 1S NO GO 


The Spanish Captain General Gets Angry 
at the United States. 


CABLES HIS RESIGNATION 


The Powers at Madrid Do Not Accept 


Ii, However. 


QUEEN REGENT’S ADDRESS TO THE CORTES 


She Reviews the Situation—General 
Weyler Says He Cannot Conquer 
Bandits Unless He Can Kill. 


Madrid, May 11.—Prime Minister Canovas 

had a lengthy conferepce today with the 
Hon. Hannis Taylor, the American min- 
ister, on the subject of the Competitor 
filibusters. The result of the conference 
is not known. 
It is reported that Captain General Wey- 
ler has cabled that it will be inrpossible 
for him to conduct the campaign in Cuba 
in the manner the conditions require if 
the Spanish officials are to be hampered at 
every turn by the irritating interference 
of the Washington government. 

It is also stated that the United 
have again urged the payment of indemni- 
ties to the Americans whose canefields and 
other property have been burned by the 
insurgents. ¢ 

For His Son‘s Life. 

New York, May 11.—A Sun correspondent 
in Havana under date of May 6 says that 
Senor Eduardo Laborde, father of Alfredo 
Laborde, the alleged commander of the 
schooner Competitor, is making all possi- 
ble efforts to save the life of his son, but 
General Weyler does not give him the 
least hope. In case the United States gov- 
ernment prevents the execution of the 
men, though the Spaniards desire them to 
be killed, General Weyler will present his 
resignation to the government at Madrid. 

General Weyler Talks. 

*‘T am tired,’’ he says, ‘‘of the continuous 
menace and interference of the United 
States in Cuban affairs. I came to sup- 
press a rebellion of bandits. Death is the 
Only penalty which can be inflicted upon 
bandits. If I am not allowed to proceed 
in the only way I think will save the Span- 
ish cause, I prefer to retire and leave 
to others the respomsiblity of the loss of 
Cuba to Spain.” 

About Laborde’s family Weyler said also 
that they all deserved capital punishment. 
The marquis of Palmerola, secretary of 
the general government of the island, has 
openly deelared at a meeting of. Spaniards 
held at his office, that Cubans who are 
American citizens have no right to claim 
any consideration from Spain, as they are 
responsible for the Cuban revolution, 

Weyler Has Resigned. 

Havana, May 11.—-The report that Cap- 
tain General Weyler had resigned because 
of the action of the home government in 
the case of the Competitor filibusters 
true, but it is not accepted with confidence 
by the public here. It is understood that 
the government refused to accept the resig- 
nation and ordered General Weyler to re- 
main at his post under the present cir- 
cumstances.

Madrid, May 11.—The new cortes met to- 
day. Great interest was manifested in the 
speech from the throne opening the ses- 
sion, which it was known would deal at 
length with the situation in Cuba. The 
speech was read in person by the queen 
regent, representing the youthful King. 

The queen refers to the announcement 
of intended reforms in February of last 
year and says the announcement gave the 
Cubans the impulse to resort to arms to de- 
feat their application. 

“The revolutionists seeing in the reforms 
great advantage to their country, they 
quickened the movement in order to pre- 
vent the'r aspiration of creating an inde- 
pendent state becoming impaired. 

The Cubans Arraigned. 

“The rebel chiefs, principally the foreign- 
ers and the colored, did not wait long to 
say that they did not give importance to 
political, economical or administrative re- 
liberal, even .the 


forms, no matter how 


‘most extended form of local home rule, if 


they had to submit to the sovereignty of 
Spain, and the good and the prosperity of 
the Cubans was nothing to them. On the 
contrary, that class af revolutionists show- 
ed themselves the encouragers of thé groups 
of bandits that formed the nucleus of their 
forces, destroying private property, burn- 
ing towns without defense and making 
public that they will destroy the island if 
they are unable to conquer the public pow- 
er, and that they will thereafter dispute 
with arms in hand eternally.

War Acccuterments Claimed. 

Nassau, N. P., May 11.—A citizen of Key 
West named Figverdo is here, claiming 
that the rifles and ammunition lately 
brought here by the English warship Peli- 
can, valued at $6,000, are his property; 
that they were shipped to him on the 
schooner Dellie, from Key West to Lemon 
City, Fla., and that they were landed at 
Cay Sal because the ship sprang a leak 
and could not proceed with the cargo. The 
Dellie, after being repaired, intended to 
return to Cay Sal for them and take them 
to Iemon City. The authorities here do 
not believe the story. The. question of re- 
turning the property is before the gov- 
ernor in council, and “no conclusion has 
yet been reached. 

They Are Fighting Again. 

Havana, May 11.—Colonel Segura reports 
having had an engagement with a large 
rebel force near Cieneguita, a short distance 
from. Remedios, in which the insurgents 
lost eleven killed. 

The rebels retreated and were followed 
by the troops. They, in their pursuit, met 
another force of 1,600 insuggents under com- 
mand of Carrillo. After two hours’ fight- 
ing the rebels were dislodged from the 
position occupied by them. They left six- 
teen dead on the field. The troops then at- 
tacked a rebel fortified camp and dislodged 
the insurgents who lost twenty-seven killed. 
They carried their wounded with them on 
the retreat. The Spaniards lost in all the 
engageménts one officer and four soldiers, 
and two officers and sixteen soldiers wound- 
ed. Insurgents attacke the forts guard@#g 
the town of Artemisa, but were repul* ~ 

Colonel Sotomayer reports that he met 
the rebels led by the Lazo brothers, who 
were encamped near Refnates. A hot fight 
ensued, which resulted in the defeat of the 
insurgents with a loss of twenty killed. 
The Spanish loss was one killed and three 
wounded. 

Manerto Romero, a rebel leader, has been 
sentenced to death at CRafuegos. 

Ignacio Viart, convicted of rebellion and 
incendiarism, was shot this morning at 
Matanzas. 

The Laurada’s Cargo. 

Cape May, N. J., May 11.—From an inci- 
dent which occurred here today it may 
be that the steamship Laurada took no 
munitions of war aboard near New York, 
but that she received her cargo outside the 
three-mile limit this afternoon. 

A large steamer was noticed by people 
on the shore today laying-to some miles 
out and blowing off steam. Closer in shore 
was a schooner hove-to. This afternoon 
a tug came down the coast from the north 
and another steamed out of Delaware bay. 
The tugs took ihe schooner in tow and 
steamed out to where the steamship was. 
The tugs and the schooner were alongside 
the steamer for some time and what was 
unmistabably a transfer of cargo from the 
Sailing vessel to the steamship was made. 
After the transfer had been made the tugs 
steamed away and the steamship soon dis- 
appeared below the horizon, going in a 


‘ southeasterly direction. 


The Sugar Output Fixed. 

Berlin, May 11.—The reichstag, by a vote 
of 133 to 107, adopted a proposal to fix the 
output of sugar during the coming year at 
17,000,000 double centners.

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THE CASES TO BE REVIEWED. 


Captain General Weyler Asked To Send 
the Papers to Madrid. 
Havana, May 11.—It is reported here that 
the home government has requested Cap- 
tain General Weyler to send forward a 
precess of the case of the Competitor 
prisoners now under sentence of death 
here for revision by the general council 
of war and marine in Madrid.

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GEN. LEE WILL GO THIS WEEK. 


He Has Completed All Arrangements 


for His Departure for Cuba. 

New York, May 11.—A Herald special 
from Richmond, Va., says that General 
Fitzhugh Lee is expediting his prepara- 
tions to leave for Cuba much earlier than 
he expected when recently appointed con- 
sul general to that island by President 
Cleveland. 

He came to Richmond immediately after 
his appointment, accompanied by Mrs. Lee, 
expecting to spend the usual time allowed 
to consular officers before departure for 
a foreign post, with friends in this city, 
but almost as soon as he arrived here 
received his papers from the state depart- 
ment with instructions to qualify himself 
for the position by executing the oath of 
Office, which he did before a United States 
commissioner here. 

Then, in response to a telegram from the 
president, he immediately left for Wash- 
ington, and after several interviews with 
the president and secretary of state re- 
turned to his home in Lynchburg to make 
the necessary preparations for departure 
for his post. Mrs. Lee, who was still here, 
left for home in response to a telegram 
from General Lee received last Wednes- 
day. Since that time her host, with whom 
she was stopping here, has received a com- 
munication from Mrs. Lee stating that 
General Lee would leave for Washington 
on May 15 to receive his final instructions 
with a view of immediate departure for 
Cuba.

Chicago, May 11.—(Special.)—The gold 
m2n have been brought to the forcible 
realization that they must make their IIlli- 
nois fight in Cook county. Cook county 
they cannot win, but without it they will 
have hardly more than a corporal’s guard 
of administration delegates in the Illinois 
state convention. With this fact staring 
at them in an unpleasant fashion, the gold 
men are bringing every possible influence 
to bear in order that they may make a 
winning fight. 

It is this feeling that brought James H. 
Eckels, comptroller of the treasury, to 
Chicago today. Although he arrived at an 
early hour this morning his presence was 
not discovered by the newspaper men until 
nearly noon. At that hour he was in secret 
conference with Postmaster Washington 
Hesing, Banker John R. Wash, Henry §S. 
Robins, president of the Gold Standard As- 
sociation, and John P. Hoskins, who is 
now referred to as the late Mr. Hoskins, 
as he is politically dead. 

The conference lasted for more than two 
hours and there was a second conclave 
held this evening. The entire executive 
committee of the Gold Standard Associa- 
tion was present, and Mr. EckKels felt very 


much at home. Ond@ of those present 


said to me: 

“There's fighting ahead. EEckels says 
everything depends on Illinois. Well, I am 
for gold, but I am pretty certain that two- 
thirds of my neighbors are not. In Wash- 
ington, reading the goldbug papers, it is 
easy enough to beat Altgeld and free coin- 
ave. In Cook county and in all Illinois it 
is a different thing.” 

Cleveland has promulgated an imperial, 
gold-plated edict which says that Illinois 
is for gold, but the silver tide is rising and 
it will be another instance of King Canute. 

There will be a rally at the Auditorium 
Saturday night and the governor will make 
a financial speech. 

In Iowa, up to tonight, the gold men are 
whipped at every turn and are beginning 
to slink back beaten and cowéd. They have 
had to fight so fiercely against such over- 
whelming odds that they are now thor- 
oughly tired out.

Butte, Mont., May 11.—The state conven- 
tion to select delegates to St. Louis was 
called here yesterday. The only contest 
was between the old-line republicans and 
the American Protective Association, the 
latter making a fight against the indorse- 
ment of Senators Mantle and Carter and 
Congressman Hartman, because of their 
views on the Indian appropriation bill. The 
test vote came on a motion to seat an 
anti-American Protective Association dele- 
gate, and the A. P. A’s were defeated by a 
vote of 197 to 104. 

Resolwtions were then adopted, commend- 
ing, in unqualified terms, the action of 
Senators Teller, Dubois, Cannon, Mantle 
and Carter on the silver question and ‘de- 
manding the restoration of silver to its an- 
cient money function as a means of equal- 
izing the difference in exchange and the re- 
establishment of the protective tariff polf- 
cy as a necessary means of equalizing the 
difference in wages and the cost of living.’”’ 

Bimetallism, protection and reciprocity 
wert ehe three cardinal principles of repub- 
lican faith, and a declaration was made for 
the free and unlimited coinage of gold and 
silver at a ratio of 16 to 1, independently, by 
the United States. 

The democratic administration was de- 
nouncea for its efforts to foist upon the 
country its twin factors of cheapness—free 
trade and the go!d standard—and for dis- 
honoring the nation’s flag in Hawaii; reTus- 
ing to recognize Cuba and increasing the 
naticnal debt. 

An effort was made to instruct the na- 
tional delegates to walk out of the St. Louis 
convention in case free-coirage was not 
recognized, but the effort failed. MchKin- 
lev’s name was very coldly received and the 
delegates will go to St. Louis uninstructed.

While in Guatamala He Sees a Memphis 
Man Kill Another American. 


THE MEMPHIAN HUNG BY A MOB

Dewitt Had Just Reached the Town, 
He Killed Train Dispatcher Mc- 
Namara, an American, 


Montgomery, Ala, May 11.—(Special.)— 
W. J. Clarke, whose home is said to be in 
McRae, Ga., reached this city Saturday 
night from Mobile. He reached Mobile from 
Guatemala on Monday last on the fruiter, 
Nicaragua, and brings the particulars of 
a tragedy at Puerto Barrios, which occur- 
red April 29th, in which all the princip® 
actors were Americans. Harper Dewitt, a 


citizen of Memphis, reached Puerto Barrios 
on the steamer Breakwater April 28th, and 
Clarke, who was arranging to return to 
this country, met him at the wharf. Clarke 
took Dewitt to his lodging house and they 
spent the night. 

The Row at the Telegraph Office. 

Next day they went around the city and 
about noon went into the telegraph office, 
Clarke desiring to wire the American con- 
sul, at Livingston, in reference to his 
passport. While in the office he became in- 
volved ina quarrel with a man named Me- 
Namara, a train dispatcher oi the Terro 
Carrille del Norte railroad, during which 
a great deal of abusive language wg 
exchanged. Dewitt stepned outside he 
door of the office and was followedf by 
McNamara, who dealt him a severe Wlow 
in the face. Dewitt and Clarke wenf€ to 
their lodgings, Dewitt expressing @ (desire 
to be revenged on McNamara for his’ as- 
sault upon him. | 

A few hours later they went hack to 
telegraph office. The quarrel between 
McNamara and Dewitt was renewed and 
Dewitt drew his pistol and shot McNa- 
mara through the head, killing him ine 
stantly. 

Lynching of Dewitt. « 

Dewitt immediately surrendered himself 
to the authorities. A number of Amert- 
cans engaged in railroad service, gathered 
about the prison to lynch Dewitt, but wera 
driven off by the guard. They returned 
later and- after a battle, in which Clarke 
says several were killed; they obtained 
possession of Dewitt and hanged him to a 


tree. 

Clarke made his way to the steamer 
Nicaragua, anchored in the hay and ready 
to sail fgr Mobile. He-had with hirn letters 
given him by Dewitt to be mailed in the 
United States to his relatives in Memphis, 
Tenn., which letters, Clarke says, he mail- 
ed from New Orieans. ; 

Clarke is a civil ergineer and worked in 
this city for some time four or fivé years 
ago.

Keldin was also elected. Both are young 
men of splendid business ability, and their

President Joel Hurt announced at the 
meeting his intention of remaining with the 
company. It was expected by many that 
the resignation of President Hurt would 
be finally sent in yesterday. Last fall he 
resigned, but by request of the board of 
directors, was induced to withdraw his res- 
ignation. At that time, however, it was his 
firm intention to withdraw permanently 
from the Consolidated at the annual meet- 
ing of stockholders, During the last few 
weeks President Hurt has .- been impor- 
tuned by high officials of the road who in- 
sisted that he should remain. Several of 
the largest bondholders made special ftrips 
to Atlanta for the purpose of requesting 
him to remain. President Hurt was influ- 
enced by these requests, and yesterday 
afternoon announced his determination to 
withhold for the present his resignation.

The report of President Hurt gives the 

general condition of the road, and throws 
light upon several questions which have 
arisen recently, The full report was as 
follows: ' 
“To the Stockholders of the Atlanta Con- 
solidated Street Railway Company—The re- 
port of your vice president and general 
manager shows the operations of the com- 
pany tor the past fiscal year, and the pres- 
ent condition of the properties. It might 
possibly be deemed unnecessary for me to 
make further report to you, but the condi- 
tions under which the company has labor- 
ed during the past five years, and since its 
organization have been so varied and 
coupled with so many vexatious problems, 
that I deem it advisable to refer some- 
what to these matters and to convey as 
well as may be done at this: time, my opin- 
ion of the company’s prospects. 

“As you are aware the properties of this 
company consist of the various lines of six 
corporations that were purchased and con- 
solidated in 1891 and 1892. In order to im- 
prove the system and to meet the necessi- 
ties of travel, it Was important that certain 
sections of lines should be abandoned and 
other extensions made. This was under- 
taking and has not been completed, but in 
making these changes it has hardly been 
possible to avoid some opposition and cen- 
sure from parties living in some localities 
whom deem themselves affected by the 
changes, although the benefits which have 
been conferred upon a very large majori- 
ty of the population of the city have been 
tenfold t> anv fneenyertence suffered, 

Mr. Woodruff’s Report.

The report of the vice president and gen- 
eral manager, Mr. Ernest Woodruff, was 
read, giving the exact statement of the 
expenditures and itemizing the receipts. 
A feature of the report of the general 
manager was the loss to the company in- 
curred by damage suits. 

In his report Mr. Woodruff said: 

“In anticipation of an increased travel 
because of the Cotton States and Interna- 
tional Exposition, and deeming it of vital 
importance to the exposition company that 
the best transportation facilities should be 
furnished to the grounds, and hoping that 
the increased travel would justify an ex- 
traordinary outlay of money, the directors 
in the beginning of the year authorized 
a large expenditure for the purpose. of 
increasing the company’s power station and 
transportation facilities. Accordingly pur- 
chases were made of twenty-five new com- 
plete double motor equipments, at a cost 
Of $18,500; thirty-three sets of new trucks 
at a cost of $6,000; and an addition to the 
power house of thrity-three feet, at a cost 
of about $5,000; one 1,000-horse power cross 


‘compound condensing engine, at a cost of 


$20,000; two new 250-horse power Manning 

boilers and compound boiler feed pump 

at a cost of $7,000; one 666 K. W. direct 

coupled generator at a cost of $15,000; ten 

ae of new feed wire at a cost of §z,- 
ti. 

“The outlay made, including some pur- 
chases made before the beginning of the 
year for the same account, amounted to 
$143,283.25, which it will be seen is much 
in excess of profits made. 

“The total car mileage made during the 
year was 2,137,347, which shows an ever- 
age cost of operation per car mile of 11 4-10 
cents. This takes into account all repairs 
and renewals, but does not include the 
item of depreciation. 

“‘Ineluded in the item of $58,932.23 covering 
the general expense, is an amount of $28,- 
251.21 paid on account of legal expenses 
and injuries and damages. This amount 
is very evcessive and vastly larger than 
that paid by other roads, which is due 
mainly to the damage suit practice and un- 
fortunante prejudice existing in this com- 
munity against corporations. 

“You have now a complete system of 
electric traction, reaching almost every 
section of the city, and, on some of its 
lines, into the suburbs. 

“The physical condition of the proper- 
ties is first class, and the general con- 
sesus of opinion throughout the city, and 
especially among all visitors to Atlanta, is 
that no city in the union, with no greater 
population than Atlanta, enjoys better, if 
so good, a street railway service. We be- 
lieve it is only a question of a short while 
when all of our citizens will accord to the 
enterprise which you have inaugurated 
and supported somewhat of thdt credit 


to its stockholders.. Only within the past 
two years has it been able to show any 
profits from its business, and all of these 
profits have been used in paying the com- 
pany's debts and in increasing its trans- 
portation facilities. 

“After taking credit for all assets, in- 
cluding bonds in the treasury at par, the 
entire floating indebtedness of the com- 
pany amounts to $29,467.90. .It is believed 
that the procts during the present fiscal 
year will be more than sufficient to liqui- 
date this indebtedness, and that, barring 
any additions to the plant which may be 
made, the company should be able steadily, 
from year to year, to show a profit over 
and above fixed charges to stock. Re- 
spectfully, JOEL NAURT.” 


FIENDS WRECK A TRAIN.

ONE CHILD IS KILLED AND TWEN- 
TY PERSONS ARE HURT. 


The Wreck Took Place Near Savannah 
on the Florida Central and 
Peninsular.

Savannah, Ga., May 11.—The northbound 
New York and Florida limited express on 
the Florida Central and Peninsular railroad 
was thrown from the track at Anderson, a 
small sation ten miles south of here, to- 
day, by a mispiaced switch. 

The entire train with the exception of the 
body of the engine was derailed and rolled 
over an embankment. 

One child was killed and twenty-six peo- 
ple were injured, none of them fatally. 

The train was made up of one first-class 
coach, one second-class coach, a smoking 
car, a combination baggage and mail car 
and Pullman sleeper, and was running at 
the rate of thirty-two miles an hour. The 
switch was turned and locked and the 
switch target shifted, indicating that the 
train was on the straight track. 

At the first shock of the engine leaving 
the track, Conductor J. Z. Glass seized the 
uir-brake and set the brakes, bringing the 
train almost to an instantaneous standstill, 
as it left the track, and preventing the tele- 
scoping of cars, There were 208 passengers 
on the train. Of this number twenty-six 
were among the list of injured, though it is 
probable that many more received slight in- 
juries and were not included in the list. The

It Was the Work of Wreckers. 


Three others whose names are unknown 
are slightly injured. 

The scene of the accidJent was at a small 
station at the crossing of a ditch drainage 
from a rice field, There is no telegraph 
office at the station and no means of com- 
munication other than by train. The train 
was due in Savannah at 12:40 o'clock. As 
soon as the engine could be righted the 
engineer came to Savannah and brought 
the first report of the accident. 

Physicians @ ere hurriedly summoned and 
a relief train went to the scene of the 
wreck. The injured were attended there and 
the more seriously wounded were brought 
to the city and taken to the Savannah 
Hospital. 

The confusion at the wreck mede it 
impossible for some time to get at the in- 
jured. No official statement can be ob- 
tained from the officials of the road. The 
statements of the conductor and engineer, 
however, show that the disaster was the 
result of a deliberate plot to wreck the 
train. The place chosen was close by a 
Arestle crossing the ‘ditch, which was 
about six feet deep. The probability is 
that the plan was to put the train into the 
ditch. As it was the rear car went over the 
trestle into the water. The tide, which 
ebbs and flows in the ditch, was out and 
there was very little water in it. In a 
short while the tide began to come in and 
covered the lowlands. 

The Dead Child Not Recovered. 

It is supposed that the: child of Mrs. 
Nathans is in the. ditch. A search is going 
on, but the body has not yet been found.

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What the Convention at Chattanooga 
Discussed Yesterday. 


REPORTS READ BY OFFICERS 


The Baptists Addressed by Some of 
Their Eminent Men—Many Dele- 
gates Leaving for Home. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., May 11.—(Special.)— 
Since day-dawn the tramp of the fleeing 
delegate has been heard on the pavement. 
He has been seen, grip in hand, hurrying to 
the trains, and now fully 56 per cent of 
Saturday’s contingent is conspicuously ab- 


sent. 
Judge Haralson called the convention to 


cider, 

After a song and prayer by Malcolm Mc- 
Gregor, Dr. W. E. Hatcher, of Richmond, 
spok2 in grateful terms that God had given 
to the cor vention a great and consecrated 
scholar, D. B. L. Whittman, president of 
the great university at Washington. 

At the conclusion of his remarks he pre- 
sented Dr. Whittman, who spoke briefly 
ana felicitously. | 

The special order was the consideration 
of the claims of the Southern Baptist Theo- 
logical seminary. Dr. Whitsitt, the p-esi- 
dent, spoke of the ,wnexampled prosperity 
of the institution—317 students in attend- 
ance, is 119 in excess of any former year. 
The year before Dr. Whitsitt entered 4s a 
student there were in attendance 17; ncxt 
yeir 26, and now 317. 

The new gymnasium is another cause of 


rejoicing. 

Mr. Joslin A. Levering, of Baltimore, 
president of the board of trustees gives 
$10,000 to this object. 

“Again. the enthusiastic work that our 
students are doing is unexampled. Passing 
along New York hall lately I was confront- 
ed by something new. Two hundred stu- 
dents met me, and such a yell as they set 
up I had never heard before. It was fear- 
ful. Now I learn that I have a new name, 
‘Uncle Billy.’ (Applause.) I have a large 
number of nephews in many states and I 
love them all. Our prosperity has embar- 
rassed us—so many students—where, to 
lodge them? Who to teach them? HowNo 
feed them?’’ 

He Appealed for Help. 

A most pleasing incident of the collection 
was this. An old seminary student arose 
and announced that he had seven former 
students pledged to give $10 each, provided 
“Uncle Billy’’—President Whitsitt—would 
acknowledge the girt with one of his inimit- 
able bows with which he was wont to dis- 
miss the class. 

The president rose on the plaform and 
bowed with such matchless grace, ‘mid 
cheers and clapping hands and shouts, that 
the seven grew into several times seven 
and the secretaries were kept very busy 
writing down their names. 

Dr. Kerfoot was called out to explain the 
necessity for a gymnasium. 


Foreign Populations. 


Dr. Felix read a report of foreign popu- 
lations in the United States. Especially do 
the socialists, anarchists and communists 
claim our most serious consideration, ming- 
ling themselves among our cities and large 
towns. It is a serious menace to our social 
and religious fabric. Already this problem 
is giving our thoughtful statesmen most 
grave concern from a political standpoint. 
They thre&ten our Sabbath, our Bible, our 
sacred homes. We must evangelize them 
or they will infidelize us. 

Dr: Kerfoot presented R. J. Hogue, who 
had been a missionary to the Indians for 
forty years, who spoke, reviewing his 
work for two score years, noting great 
progress made in civilization and religion. 

The Choctaws are doing more for the 
education of their chiidren than any of 
the states are doing. Of Arkansas, Senator 
Washburn, of Arkansas, pastor in the In- 
dian Territory, spoke of obstacles in reach- 
ing the mixed multitude of folks. Besides 
the five civilized tribes who own the land 
are whites, negroes and mulattoes. They 
are shifting, restless people and give no aid 
and feel little interest in religious work. 

The question of land allotment has made 
the Indian susp‘cious of the white people, 
and therefore of the white missionary. 

There is not a full blooded Cherokee who 
is a Christian who is not a Baptist. The 
great majority of all of them are Baptists. 
He takes the Bible for just what it states. 
He does not believe in falling from grace. 
He says that the white man may fall; that 
he may have many reasons for belonging 
to the church, but the poor Indian has but 
one motive in embracing religion, that is, 
to save his soul and get home to heaven. 
He will not fall from grace. The speak- 
er is a half-breed, copper-colored and plain- 
ly marked, but a bright speaker and one 
that made many happy hits. 

Rev. G. S. Stephens, a pastor of Cincin- 
nati, representing The Commercial Gazette, 
was introduced and spoke of the great 
pleasure he has had in sitting among the 
southern brethren. He thinks the serious, 
thinking portion of all American citizens 
are looking to the south to preserve and 
rescue our pure institutions, doctrines and 
practices. The north has had much to 
corrupt it. 

Diaz Relates Experiences. 

A. J. Diaz then = spoke. He _ stated 
that he did not want to refer to po- 
litical matters, but it is so hard to refrain. 
The war upon the part of the Spaniards 
is conducted in a most inhuman way. Cuba 
is a dreadful lake of blood; every bush and 
sprig of grass has been sprinkled with 
human blood. The Spaniards ran. off the 
Presbyterian and Episcopal missionaries 
and destroyed the'r churches. A missiona- 
ry of the American Bible Society has been 
killed. His church and congregation have 
been greatly persecuted. 

At 12 m. the session is extended indefinite- 
ly that Diaz may finish his speech. No oth- 
er speaker seems to so hold the interest of 
the audience as Diaz. 

The Afternoon Session. 

The report on woman’s work was read 
by Chairman J. B. Cranfell, of Texas. For 
the eight years of its history most gratify- 
ing results have been achieved. Along all 
lines have they made most commendable 
gains, raising in eight years 357,158.08. 
During their first year $30,763.79; last 
year, £$56.342.19—wonderful gains. Special 
mention is made of boxes of clothing to 
frontier missionaries sent trom year to 
year. They are supplements to the mis- 
sionaries’ salaries. During the first year 
they raised and forwarded seventy-one 
boxes of clothing. Last year they sent out 
479 boxes. 

The other feature is the gathering of 
Christmas offerings. These run up into 
thousands. Besides all this, the union dis- 


‘tributes millions of leaves of tracts and 


scripture leaflets. “‘Both home and foreign 
boards have felt the stimulating effects 
of the work of this woman’s union.”’ 

The brother making the report spoke in 
his vigorous, terse style. He is editor of 
The Baptist Standard. He was the vice 
presidential candidate upon the prohibition 
ticket four years ago. He it was who has 
waged such war on the American Protec- 
‘roasted’ Gov- 
ernor Northern for his appointment of 
Senator Walsh. He is extreme on all ques- 
tions that he indorses. He advocates the 
admission of women upon the floor of this 
In his panegyric upon women 
he, a la Sam Jones, calls out, “Say amen, 
brethren; say amen.” 

H. W. Smith, of Baltimore, spoke of the 
work of distributing literature by the wo- 
men. 

A. B. Goforth, of Tennessee, spoke of the 
want of ways among many ladies in retired 
districts, in which to put their desires into 
practical effect. They may be doing prac- 
tically little.

Horrible Fate of Harry C. Pugh in Macon 
Yesterday Morning. 


PERISHED IN THE FLAMES 


Was Asleep at the Time the Flames 
Broke Out. 


IT 1S THOUGHT WAS CUT OFF FROM EGRESS 


Was Not Known That a Life Was Lost 
Until the: Bones Were Found in 
the Ashes—Macon News. 


Macon, (a., May 11.—(Special.)—The 
charred and blackened remains of Harry 
C. Pugh were found this morning at 4 
o'clock among the burning ruins of the 
boarding house of Mrs. Gibbs, on Colton 
avenue, The body had been so horribly 
burmed that ‘it was wumrecognizable. It 
presented a terrible and sickening sight. 

lor the past six months Mr. Pugh had 
been in charge of the daily delivery of 
The Constitution at Macon under direction 
of Mr. Thad C. Parker. He was an ath- 
letic young man about twenty-five years 
old. He was active, a hard-worker, moral 
and temperate habits. He rendered Park- 
er splendid service, and his horrible fate 
is deeply deplored by the entire community. 
The parents of the deceased reside in Kan- 
fas City. Mr. Parker telegraphed to them 
the distressing news of the untimely death 
of their son. 

The Constitution today contained a spe- 
cial about the fire sent from Macon this 
morning at 2 o'clock, the fire having brok- 
€n out in the Gibbs. boarding house a short 
while before that hour, but it was not 
known until 4 o’clock that life was: lost. 

Finding the Remains,, 

Mrs. Gibbs's vearding house, the place 
that was destroyed, was formerly Known as 
the Fuller sanitarium It consisted of 
twenty-eight rooms. Professor E. L. Mar- 
tin and wife and a number of the students 
of the Georgia-Alabama Business. college 
boarded there. Mr. Pugh was also a board- 
er there. He occupied a back room on the 
second floor. Professor Martin says he 
heard Mr. Pugh come in the house and ge 
to his room between 10 and 11 o’clock last 
night. Shortly before 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing the rear part of the house wag discov- 
ered enveloped in flames from top to bot- 
tom. The inmates barely had time to es- 
cape in their nightclothes. All got out safe- 
ly except Pugh. As hig room was in the 
rear part of the house the supposition is 
that he was either suffocated by the smoke 
in his room, or that he got out of. his 
room into the hallway and was cut off 
from the stairway by the flames. This lat- 
ter supposition is probably the correct 
one, as the body was found on the ground 
among the embers several feet from under 
where his room was. Pugh is said to have 
been a hard sleeper, and the fire may have 
made great headway before Pugh was 
awakened. When the charred remains 


were found, his right arm was in a raised | 


and bent position as if he had either been” 
trying to shield his face from the smoké 
and tire, or had endeavored to force vis 
Way out in some manner. é 

The tire was discovered about 1 o’ dock. 
When it was ascertained later that 6f all 
the inmates of the house, Pugh was the 
only one missing, a search wés com- 
menced for him, and at 4 o’oMSck this 
morning Lieutenant Charley Carnes, of 
the police force, and Mr. Ben Sut- 
ton, of the fire departmen& found the 
charred remains among thé ruins on the 
ground where they had f@llen from the 
second floor with the purning timbers. 
The attention of Messrs; Carnes and Sut- 
ton was attracted to the place by the 
smell of burning flesh. The body was re- 
moved, and presented @ horrible sight. It 
Was perfectly black Both legs and the 
left arm were burged off. The entire re- 
mains would now #eigh about fifty pounds, 
whereas Pugh #@ life weighed about 150 
pounds, f 

The body wag placed in a vehicle and car- 
ried to the y barracks, and Mr. Parker 
and the co r were notified. 

Coroner Hollis held an inquest this morn- 
ing at 8 @clock over the remains of Mr. 
Pugh. Mr. W. W. Solomon was foreman, 
Professer Martin and others testified that 
Mr. Pegh was known to have gone to his 
room+between 10 and-1l o’clock last night, 
and Professor Martin further stated that 
he noticed later that there was no light 
in Pugh’s room, and it was evident that 
he had retired. The verdict of the jury 
was in accordance with the above facts. 

The open-faced gold watch of Mr. Pugh 
was found near his burned body. The watch 
was identified by Mr. Thad Parker as that 
of Mr. Pugh. The watch was damaged 
by the fire and the hands had stopped at 
1:15 o'clock. 

The body was taken in charge after the 
inquest this morning by Undertaker Mc- 
Manue & Co. It is probable that it will be 
buried under the auspices of the Knights 
of Pythias, of which organization the de- 
ceased was a member. 

Several of the tiremen had a narrow 
escape from perhaps’ fatal injury by rea- 
son of a falling chimney. Several firemen 
were just in the act of running to a cer- 
tain portion to play water when the chim- 
ney fell. Had the falling of the chimney 
been delayed just one minute the firemen 
would have been caught under the 
crumbling bricks. The debris fell exactly 
on the spot to which the firemen were 
moving. Fireman Sutton was standing 
leaning against the chimney when a lit- 
tle mortar fell upon him. He looked up 
just as the chimney began to topple and 
jumped out of the way. In another mo- 
ment the mass came crashing down where 
he had been standing. , 

Cause of the Flames a Mystery. 

It is not known how the iire in the 
Gibbs boarding, house originated. Professor 
Martin thinks it may have been the work 
of an incendiary, as there had been no fire 
in the kitchen or about the premises since 
yesterday at dinner time. Cold supper 
was served last night. As Lieutenant of 
Police Charley Carnes was entering his 
gate on College street he saw the reflec- 
tion of the fire, located it and then rang 
in the fire alarm from the box at the 
corner of College and Forsyth streets. 
The rear of the house was then ablaze, 
and had the fire not been discovered when 
it was it is probable that several fatali- 
ties would have occurred, for the house 
was full of boarders. The firemen reached 
the scene promptly, but a great portion of 
the house was then enveloped in flames. 
The department did splendid work in 
geaving adjacent houses from destruction. 
The houses were frame buildings and built 
close together. The residence of Captain 
T. J.. Massenburg caught on the roof and 
$n the rear and was considerably damaged. 
His household effects were removed with 
but little loss. The Gibbs boarding house 
was not so fortunate. Much of the furni- 
ture and general effects in this were de- 
atroyed. Some of the boarders, and es-

As already stated, some of the resi- 
dents of the Gibbs boarding house barely 
escaped with their lives. Mrs. Martin, 
wife of Professor E. L. Martin, was res- 
cued with ladders by Captin Miller and 
fireman Devlin, of the truck company. 
Professor Martin also escaped by means of 
a ladder. They occupied a front room on 
the second floor. They were cut off from 
the stairway by the flames and they came 
out of their room windows onto the top of 
the front porch and ladders were run up 
to the porch and they thus escaped in

A Narrow Escape. 

The house occupied by Mrs. Gibbs be- 
longed to the mother of Mr. Grant Ful- 
ler and was partially insured. There was 
about $500 insurance on the furniture that 
was in Mrs. Gibbs's boarding house. 
Captain Massenburg had an insurance 
of $2,000 on his dwelling, which covers his 
loss. His furniture was also insured.

Was slightly damaged by fire. Insured. 


Will Be Sent to Kansas City. 
The Knights of Pythias of Macon, in 
convention assembled, tonight decided to 
send the remains of Pugh to Kansas City 
for interment under a special escort of 
Knight C. L. Blanchard, of Ocmulgee 
lodge. A telegram was received from a 
brother of the deceased asking that the 
body be sent to Kansas City. It is said 
that Puh's body was fouad Iving on the 
burnt remnants of a springbed, which 
would indicate that he was suffocated’ while 
asleep in bed and was then consumed by 
the flames. His watch will be sent with 
the remains to Kansas City. 

Auditorium Injunction Sustained.

ABOUT SCARLET FEVER. 


———— 


There Have Been Only a Few Cases at 
Americus and They Were 
Isolated. 

Americus, Ga.,; May 11.—(Special.)—The 
city authorities and general public are 
very much disturbed over the erroneous 
reports that have gone out concerning the 
existence of scarlet fever in Americus. 
The prevailing scare exists elsewhere, as 
no alarm whatever is felt here. Within the 
past two or three months there has been 
a total of seventeen casés of fever here, 
ten cases in one family. Of the number 
only four proved fatal. There are now but 
two cases in Americus, one a white child 
living nearly a mil frem the business 
center of town and the other a negro 
child. Both cases are under strict quar- 
antine,; and not the slightest apprehension 
is felt of any spread of the disease. There 
has at no time been more than four cases 
y here, which does not look very much like 
and epidemic, as reported. . 

The state Epworth League met in annual] 
conference here recently, five hundred del- 
egates attending, and no fear was ex- 
pressed of contagion. Both the grand lodge 
of Georgia Knights of Pythias, which is 
to meet here in annual conclave next week, 
and the Macon division of conductors, who 
picnic here Thursday, have sent commit- 
tees to Americus to investigate the fever 
question, both committees being satisfied 
that their respective orders would incur 
no risk whatever in coming to Americus.

It is reported from Chicago that a great 
new Traffic organization will be formed in 
the near future to control all the railroads 
east of the Rockies. According to the sto- 
ry, all the lines in the Southern States 
Freight Association, the Western Freight 
and Passenger Association and the Joint 
Traffic Association are to be brought into 
the new organization. It is intended to 
be a blanket association that will dominate 
the other bodies, which will be subject to 
its jurisdiction, 

A Chicago dispatch says: 

“As yet it is impossible to learn the 
plan to be worked out, but it is definitely 
known that the headquarters of the new 
and all powerful octopus will be in -this 
city. One object of the association to em- 
body all the others is simplifying of asso- 
ciation work, the reducing of the tre-. 
mendous expense incurred in’ maintaining 
such organizations and the retiring of 
some of the expensive army of commis- 
sioners, chairmen, boards of managers and 
secretaries who now dominate and rule 
without any great benefit to the stock- 
holders of the railroad companies. 

‘“‘An official conversant with the matter 
made the statement yesterday that the 
task of putting into active operation such 
a vast traffic association Was so great and 
involved so many delicate questions that it 
would probably be months before anything 
definite or tangible could be said about it. ) 
About the only subject so tar decided was 
that the boards of directors of all the roads 
would have a representative who in some 
manner would act directly for it and that 
all earnings would go into a common pot. 

‘*To the query that such an arrangement 
violated the pooling law, the reply was 
made that any such intent would be care- 
fully avoided, and that the association 
would have for its primary- object the up- 
holding of the interstate law. The Chica- 
go officials most closely identified with the 
scheme have been away from the city for 
some time, having left hurriedly at the 
instance of the interstate commission.”’ 

All of this is news to the Atlanta rail- 
road men and to the officers of the South- 
ern States Freight Association. The latter 
say that it is impossible under existing 
comditions for one traffic association to ! 
handle the rates of all the systems east 
of the Rockies. Natural divisions, such as 
the Ohio river, the Mississippi und the 
Rocky mountains, seem to have an influ- 
ence on rates, and it has been impossible 
so far for rate associations to regulate 
rates on both sides of the two rivers 
named above.

The reference Mr. Clews mukes to 
“the repudiation of the state of Georgia's 
obligations” reminds us of some pro- 
phecies he made at that time, and the 
result moves us to remark that his ar- 
guments in favor of the single gold 
standard are as wild and as baseless as 
has predictions that the credit of the 
state of Georgia would be utterly ruined 
by the action of the legislature in re 
fusing to pay the bonds. Mr. Clews 
went up and down the country making 
these predictions and assertions, but 
what is the result? Simply this, that 
whenever Georgia wants to issue bonds, 
she finds a ready market in New York 
city. Nor is this all.. When-the great 
city of New York placed bonds on the 

market not long ago they went a-beg- 
ging. Only a very few found bidders at 
any price, and today the bonds of the 
state of Georgia rule at as high a market 
price as those of the state where 
Prophet Clews does business. 

There is no -reason why Mr. Clews 
Should not advocate the Single gold 
standard. It is clearly to his interest to 
do so. He is a dealer in government 
bonds, and he no doubt holds a large 


block of these securities. Nobody blames | 


| him for desiring to enhance the value of | 


these forms of property. 
All that we ask is that Mr. Clews and

Nearly $3,000,000 in Gold Goes Out. 

The gold raid is on again in earnest, 
and yesterday $2,850,000 was drawn 
from the United States subtreasury in 
New York for exportation on the steam- 
ers Which leave today for Europe. 

There are three sailing days a week, 
and it is probable that with Thursday's 
and I*riday’s shipments more than 
$7,000,000 will be exported this week. 

The gold reserve will in a few days be 
down to the $100,000,000 line again, not- 
withstanding the fact that during the 
last two years the government has been 
bonded to the extent of $262,000,000 to 
keep it above that sum. 

Already the talk of a new bond issue is 
reviving and the people need not be sur- 
prised if in the next few months there 
is another $100,000,000 bond issue, 

The gold standard comes high, but the 
money power is crying for it, and of 
course the people must foot the bills! 
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The McKinley Puzzle, 
~ The New York and Boston papers are 
in a state of intenSe excitement over the 
certainty of McKinley’s nomination at 
St. Louis. They are demanding that 
some heroic remedy be resorted to in 
order that this “calamitous culmination 
of the ‘sound’ money campaign” be 
averted. 

They are declaring with as much em- 
phasis as they can inject into a typo- 
graphical statement that his record on 
the money question is entirely unsatis- 
factory to those who favor the gold 
standard. They refuse to take any stock 
whatever in Mr. Kohlsaat’s statement 
that McKinley declared in Thomasville. 
Ga., a year ago, that he would not ac- 
cept a nomination on a free coinage plat- 
form. They say that Mr. Koblsnat has 
no right to speak for McKinley while 
Mckinley has breath enough left to 
speak for himself. 

Bent on investigating the matter for 
himself, a New York paper sent a re- 
porter to McKinley, begging him to in- 
form the perplexed and suspicious east 
how he stands on the money question. 
“My regards to your editor,” replied the 
gifted major, with a knowing smile, “but 
inform him that I have nothing to say.” 

Quite recently an event occurred that 
has thrown the gold men of the east 
into a spasm. The republicans of Cal- 
ifornia assembled in convention the other 
day, adopted out-and-out free coinage 
résolutions, and then selected a solid Mc- 
Kinley delegation to the republican na- 
tional convention. The argument of the 
eastern gold men is that this is evidence 
that McKinley remains true to his for- 
mer professions in favor of the free coin- 
age of silver. What else can it mean? 
they ask. If the western republicans 
who favor free coinage have no under- 
Standing with the tariff Napoleon, why 
Should they persist in instructing their 
delegates for him? That is the problem 


that is causing the gold men of the east | 


to tear their hair. 

But McKinley will be nominated at St. 
Louls. The western republicans are for 
him because they believe he is in favor 
of the restoration of silver. The gold 
men of the east cannot prevent his noml- 
nation, but they can control the conven- 
tion to the extent of putting an ironclad 
gold resolution in the platform, and this 
they will do undoubtedly, spurred to 
that end by their doubt as to McKinley's 
views. 

The whole situation is full of interest 
and hope for democrats, Even if the 
McKinley men in the republican con- 
vention insist in putting their candidate 
on a straddling platform, it will be an 
easy matter for the democrats to sweep 
the south and west and carry the country 
with a candidate pledged to the restora- 
tion of silver, and a platform clear, un- 
mistakable and unequivocal. 

The republican campaign will drive 
away from that party every voter who 
honestly favors the free coinage of sil- 
ver. Consequently the situation is full 
of hope for the democratic party, pro- 
vided it takes advantage of the oppor- 
tunity before it and stunds true to its 
principles and policies, 
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Our Central American Neighbors. 

Several weeks ago, when the Central 
American republics seemed to be on the 
eve of going to war, The Constitution 
advocated a federation of these powers 
under one flag and took the position that 
such a combination of strength was 
necessary to the cause of free govern- 
ment in Central America. 

As it is at present, each of these re- 
publics is entirely too small to cope 
successfully with other nations, and 
should a crisis ever come the result 
would be disastrous. Possessing 2 com- 
mon heritage in one of the most fertile 
regions of the globe, this inheritance is 
marred by reason of the fact that tive 
republics occupy the territory which 
only one power should govern. By a 
union of these jealous little states a mag- 
nificent empire could be secured in Cen- 
tral America and a new flag. more in- 
spiring than all five of the present ones 
combined, would be added to the em- 
blems of republican liberty. 

This editorial position, which -was 
taken by The Constitution after a care- 
ful study of the situation, has been con- 
firmed by recent reports from Central 
America. Information has been received 
to the effect that San Salvador, Nica- 
ragua and Honduras have decided to 
link their fortunes together and to merge 
their separate powers into one strong, 
central government. 

Some idea of the union will thus be 
formed .by a federation of these states, 
which may be obtained from the follow- 
ing figures: San Salvador has an area 
Of 7,225 square miles and a population 
of 664,518, aceerding to the last official 
census; Nicaragua, 49,500 square miles 
and a population of 350,000; Honduras, 
46,400 square miles and a population of 
451,917. The total area of the federa- 
tion would be 103,125 square miles, while 
the population would be 1,416,430. 

AS compared with the magnitude of 
our own national domain, the territory 
of these united republics is still small, 
but in comparison with the limited areas 
of each the increase which is thus de- 
rived is considerable. 

San Salvador is about the size of the 
state of New Jersey, but has more than 
twice the population of Arizona, Idaho, 
Nevada, Oklahoma and Wyoming com- 
bined. Nicaragua is about the size of 
New York state, but has a population 
which is just about half as large as that 
of Florida. Honduras is somewhat 
smaller than Nicaragua, but it supports 
a much larger population. 

San Salvador has a revenue of $3,000,- 
000 and a public debt of $6,000,000; Nic- 
aragua a revenue of $38,000,000 and a 
debt of only $2,000,000; Honduras has 
been rather careless in the management 
of its financial affairs, having a revenue 
of $1,500,000 and a public debt of $63,- 
000,000. This represents not only the 
principal but the accumulated interest of 
many years. 

Nature has lavished her riches in prod- 
igal abundance upon the soil and climate 
of Central America. The principal ex- 
ports are coffee, bananas, coconuts and 
other tropical fruits, in addition to a 
great variety of mineral products. If 
the statement is true that these Central 
American countries have organized a 
federation, there is cause for congratu- 
lating these republics, but even better 
and more substantial results would be 
achieved if the two remaining states 
should likewise be admitted into this 


Central American sisterhood. 
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What Pauper Immigration Has Done. 

One of the most appalling results of 
foreign pauper immigration is disclosed 
by the fact that nearly one-half of all 
the crimes committed in the United 
States are traceable to this obnoxious 
element of our population. 

This statement is based upon the of- 
ficial records furnished by the census of 
1890 and is, therefore, the most reliable 
information that can be obtained on this 
important subject. At the time this cen- 
sus was taken the number of criminals 
in the various prisons of the United 
States was found to be 82,329. 

Of this number 25,019 were negroes, 
leaving 57,310 white criminals. Divid- 
ing this number between the native and 
foreign elements of the country it was 
found that 43.19 per cent were native 
born, while 56.81 per cent were of for- 
eign birth. Notwithstanding the fact 
that only one-seventh of the country’s 
population was made up of foreigners, 
it was nevertheless discovered that more 
than one-half of all the crimes committed 


| by white persons in the United States 


were committed by this element. 

Estimating the number of foreigners in 
the United States in 1890 at 9,000,000, 
the number of crimes which they com- 
mitted, according to the official census, 
was 30,000. If this calculation is cor- 
rect, it appears that one out of every 
three hundred foreigners in the United 
States is a criminal. 

This will doubtless be a revelation to 
hundreds who have scarcely given this 
subject a moment’s consideration. Such 
figures make it evident that, while Amer- 


ica is indebted to foreign lands for some 
of her best citizens, she is likewise in- 
debted to them for a majority of her 
criminals. This is due to the fact that 
most of those who cross over to the 
United States are pauper immigrants. 
Having been crushed to the earth by the 
iron heel of despotism in Kuropeau 
lands they come over to this country, 
bringing with them a supreme contempt 
for those in authority and a_ lawless 
spirit which delights in sowing the seed 
of crime and communism. 

If such is the danger to American in- 
stitutions, as shown by the census of 
1890, what must it be at the present 
time, when foreign immigration is pour- 
ing its tide upon these shores at a most 
ilarming rate? Since the ist of Jan- 
uary over 20,000 Italians have landed in 
the harbor of New York. 

A grave problem is suggested by these 
figures, and one which should appeal to 
the practical and patriotic statesmanship 
of our lawmakers at Washington. 

Perhaps it will be of interest to con- 
sult these criminal records still further. 
Referred to the question of sex, there 
were 75,924 male criminals in 1890 and 
only 6,405 female criminals. In view of 
the fact that the population of the 
United States is about equally divided 
between the sexes, the ratio of crime 
has been found to be one male in every 
422 and one female in every 4,770 crim- 
inals. Expressed in other words, there 
is one female criminal to every eleven 
male criminals. These figures are grat- 
ifying to those who take pride in the 
purity and virtue of American woman- 
hood. 

The Philadelphia Public Ledger has 
taken the census of 1890 and divided the 
criminals of the United States as fol- 
lows: In the north Atlantic states, 28,- 
“oS; in the south Atlantic states, 11,409; 
in the north central states, 19,854; in the 
south central states, 16,084, and in the 
western, 6,724. With the exception of 
the western states, there is less crime 
committed in the south than in any 
other section of the country. 

Comparing the records for 1890 with 
those of 1880 it appears that crime has 
nade considerable increase in the United 
States. The number of criminals im- 
prisoned for the year 1880 was 58,609, 
and for 1890, as already given, 82,329, 
showing a gain of 23,720 criminals in ten 
years. 

This increase is explained by the con- 
stant influx of foreigners. Unless there 
is some restriction imposed upon the 
stream of pauper immigrants which is 
fairly overflowing this country the re- 
sults will be disastrous. A more im- 
portant problem cannot be commended 
to the grave and patriotic consideration 
of congress than the one which is con- 
tained in these figures. 


But in calling upon congress to take 


this matter in hand it must be remem- 
bered that some of our best citizens are 
of foreign birth, There is nothing in the 
Suggestion which reflects upon them, 
and America is proud of the treasure 
which she has acquired in their citizen- 
ship. Every state in the union would be 
glad to have mate of these enterprising 
and patriotic immigrants, but there is 
no community that desires to be corrupt- 
ed by the vicious and contaminating ele- 
ments of foreign pauperism.

Atlanta’s Double Loss. 

Directly in the wake.of Dr. Haw- 
thorne’s resignation comes the announce- 
ment that Dr. G. B. Strickler, the pastor 
of the Central Presbyterian church, of 
this city, has accepted a professorship in 
the Union Theological seminary, at Rich- 
mond, Va. 

Seldom has Atlanta received such a 
heavy blow as that which has fallen 
upon her within the last few days in 
the loss of these distinguished clergy- 
men, 

Dr. Strickler is one of the ablest theo- 
logians in the Southern Presbyterian as- 
sembly. His opinions are eagerly sought 
by his brethren on all questions of 
theology and church government and his 
influence in religious circles extends be- 
vond the limits of his own denomination. 
As a minister of the gospel he has been 
a fearless expounder of the truth, and as 
a pastor he has endeared himself to each 
individual member of his flock. 

Dr. Strickler came to Atlanta from 
Virginia about thirteen vears ago. Since 
that time he has been one of Atlanta’s 
most devoted and useful citizens. As an 
evidence of his profound scholarship, he 
was called to the chancellorship of the 
University of Georgia several years ago, 
which call he thought it proper to de- 
cline. In like manner he has disposed of 
various other calls to leading Presby- 
terian pulpits. 3 

The fact that Dr. Strickler has de- 
clined these handsome offers, to accept 
a modest chair in the Union Theological 
seminary, ‘Is an evidence of his unsel- 
fish consecration. Such men as these 
are rare nowadays even in religious cir- 
cles. 

‘Dr. Strickler has been absent for sev- 
eral days In Virginia conferring with the 
authorities of the seminary. The ‘first 
announcement of his decision’ was an- 
nounced in last Sunday morning’s Con- 
stitution. : 

In resigning Dr. Strickler to the Union 
Theological seminary the state of Geor- 
gia loses one of her ripest scholars and 
one of her ablest and most eloquent di- 
vines.

Gov. Atkinson Interviewed in New 
York on the Money Question. 
From The New York Commercial-Advocate. 
Governor W. Y. Atkinson, of Georgia, is 
at the Fifth Avenue hotel, and will dispose 
of $240,000 worth of state bonds before he re- 
turns home.

The deepening of the Hudson river by 
twelve feet as far as the state dam, seven 
miles above Albany, will probably be com- 
pleted within the next two years.

The statue is an imposing bronze, repre- 
senting General Hancock as he appeared on 
the morning of the last day at Gettysburg, 
just before he was severely wounded. The 
gigantic figure sits firmly in the saddle, the 
steed is slightly checked and the whole sta- 
tue gives the impression of reserve force. 
The artist is H. J. Ellicott, of this city, 
whose design was chosen in a competition 
held two years ago. The pedestal is of red 
granite. It is plain with the exception of 
two carve shields, one at each end. The 
statue cost $49,000. It has been erected un- 
der direction of a national commission ap- 
pointed by congress, consisting of Secretary 
of War Lamont, Senators Mills, of Texas, 
and Cockerill, of Missouri. The money for 
the monument was appropriated by con- 


gress.

Famous William A. Pinkerton. 

William A. Pinkerton, the oldest son of 
Allan Pinkerton, who was the greatest 
detective in the world at the time of his 
death twelve years ago, was one of the 
first arrivals. He is probably the best 
known man in the association. 

Mr. Pinkerton is principal of the Pink- 
erton National Detective Association with 
headquarters at Chicago, and his brother, 
Robert A, Pinkerton, has charge of the 
eastern branch, with headquarters at New 
York. 

As a shrewd detective Will Pinkerton 
is regarded as the peer of his father. He 


was being congratulated on all sides last 
night for his last big success in running to 


‘ earth one of the slickest bank thieves.in 


America. 

The Pinkertons are the police agents of 
the protective branch of the American 
Bankers’ Association, which has about 
3,000 banks in its membership. It @ill be 
remembered that this bankers’ association 
met in Atlanta last vear. 

In case of fraud of any kind, forgeries, 
robberies, etc., in the banks belonging to 


the association the Pinkertons are notl!- 
fied and the expense of bringing the cul- 
prits to justice is borne by all the banks 
belonging to the association, collectively 

Every bank belonging to the association 
is regularly supplied with all the informa- 
tion concerning the operations of profes- 
sional. bank swindlers and they receive 
photographs, measurements and descrip- 
tions of the methods of the thieves every 
week. 

His Last Big Capture. 

The last bg capture by W. A. Pinker- 
ton’s men was an interesting case and 
dates back from December ist, when a 
man calling himself W. H. Dean walked 
into the Nevada bank in San Francisco 
and said he wanted to open an account. 
He deposited $300 and informed the bank- 
ers that it was not necessary for him to 
borrow money. 

For several months he drew on that ac- 


} count and reimbursed it in a way that won 


the bank’s confidence. He never overdrew, 
but after about three months he presented 
a s.ght draft purporting to have been 
drawn by the Woodlands band of Wood- 


lands, Cal., on the Crocker Woolworth 
bank of San Francisco for $22,000. It went 
through the clearing house and the fol- 
lowing day Dean, so-called, stepped in 
and drew out $20,000. The forgery was not 
discovered for sixteen days. 

Captain Lees, of the San Francisco de- 
tective force sent Pinkerton an accurate 
description and all the details obtainable 
about the man and the description proved

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to be an accurate one. The system on 
which the Pinkertons work is so exact that 
success crowned their efforts, though for 
many months it seemed as if they must 
be groping in the dark to outsiders. All of 
the 3,000 banks of the association were no- 
tified of the theft and told how the check, 
which was originally $12, was raised by 
acids to $20,000. 
Repeating His Old Trick. 

The methods of .Dean, so called, were 
fully explained, and four months after 
the robbery news was received by Mr. 
Pinkerton that two men had appeared in 
Minneapolis and St. Paul and had de- 
posited money exactly as the detective 
agency had suggested they might. One 
of these men proved to be Joe McClosky, 
the notorious bank thief, and the other 
was Dean, or as his right name proved to 
be, Frank Seaver. He was grabbed last 
week and he pleaded guilty to the forgery 
charged against him. 

‘Mr. Pinkerton’s motto has been: ‘‘Never 
compromise with a bank thief, but fol- 
low him without ceasing until the end.”’ 
He is a great believer in persistence and 
his success has shown the success of his 
methods. 

A Pinkerton Agency Here. 

Mr. Pinkerton, when seen yesterday, af- 
firmed the rumor that his firm is going 
to establish an agency in Atlanta at an 
early date, probably next month. “We 
have agencies,’’ he said, ‘in Boston, New 
York, St.. Paul, St. Louis, Kansas City, 
Denver, Portland, Ore., San Francisco and 
in a few weeks we will have a central es- 
tablishment for the south located here in 
Atlanta. 

“The Bankers’ Association has been urg- 
ing us for some time to select some central 
southern city in which to establish a 
bureau, and we have practically decided 
upon Atlanta. I am looking around today 
for a place for offices and may select them 
before I leave Atlanta. Messrs. Glenn & 
Rountree are our attorneys in this city. 
“We intend to make our ‘Ats 
lanta Office one of the most 
proficient in the country and we will send 
as able a corps of detectives to this city 
as we have in any of our stations. Tt is 
not at present our purpose to have a patrol 
Service in this city, but we will have a 
fine force of experienced men and expect 
to develop some gcod detectives out of 
material that we find here.

“‘My brother Robert could not attend the 
convention this year,” continued Mr. Pink- 
erton, “though he was very anxious to do 
so.

And Work Looking to the Develop- 
ment of the Textile Industry in 
the South Will Be Done.

Chicago, May 1t.—Anticipatfon of the 
government report, which was expected 
to show from 4 to 6 points gain in the 


condition of winter wheat, cut some figure 
in the wheat market today, but prices 
were regulated more by the weather con- 
ditions than by anything else that was 
ascertained regarding the general situa- 
tion. The statistical news as a whole was 
bearish. The close was almost at the in- 
side and the final tone was weak. July 
wheat opened from 64 to 645, 
day. Cash wheat was easy and %c per 
bushel lower. 

Corn was devoid of interest from a spec- 
ulative standpoint. It followed wheat in 
direction and was not affected by direct in- 
formation. The opening was firm and the 
subsequent tone weak, with prices tak- 
ing a declining course. The support ac- 
corded the market was of an indifferent 
sort. July corn opened from 3@sto 20%c, 
declined to 30c, closing at 304%c, %c under 
Saturday. Cash corn was steady, closing 
easy. 

Oats—A gain in prices for oats took place 
at the immediate opening of the market, 
but it was not maintained for long. Wheat 
and corn conveyed the weakness which 
soen attacked the market, the early ad- 
vance being lost and the close exhibiting 
marked weakness.

Chicago, May 11.—The firm feeling that

Larger receipts of hogs had a _ bearish 
effect on the provision market early, but 
the demand, especially for lard, has been 
good. We have thought for some time, 
though, the market was low enough, now 
believe that lard cannot go much lower 
if any. There is an excessive foreign and 
domestic demand, and indications are that 
farmers’ deliveries of hogs will materially 
decrease, and we favor the long side of 
provisions around prevailing prices.

An Increase of 5.6 Points Over the 
April Average. 


Washington, May 11.—The May returns 
of the statistical division of the depart- 
ment of: agriculture on the condition of 
winter wheat show an increase of 5,6 points 
above the April average, being 82.7 against 
77.1 last month and 82.9 in May, 1895. 

The averages in nine principal winter 
wheat states are: Pennsylvania, 64; Ohio, 
55; Michigan, 90; Indiana, 85; Kentucky, 77; 
Illinois, #0; Missouri, 81; Kansas, 96; Cali- 
fornia, 100. The returns of the correspond- 
ents of the division of the statistics show 
that, excepting a few states, there has 
been general improvement in the condition 
of winter wheat throughout the country, 
and the reports collected through the cli- 
mate and crop services of the weather 
bureau, covering the week embracing the 
Jast three days of April and the first four 
days of May, compared with the reports 
of the previous week, indicate a general] 
improvement in the condition of winter 
wheat in the principal wheat states. but 
show that in Maryland, New York, Penn- 
sylvania and Oklahoma the condition of 
winter wheat was not so promising. 

Special reports to the department show 
crop prospects excellent in Great Britain 
and France: good in Russia and Austria- 
Hungary; fair in Germany, Italy and Rou- 
mania, and unfavorable only in Spain. 

The condition of winter rye on May Ist 
was 87.7 per cent; of barley 89.2; spring 
pasture 93.2: meadows 91.8. 

The proportion of spring plowing accom- 
plished by May Ist this season was rather 
above the average, being 79.6 per cent, or 
1.9 points above that of an average year.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


Stocks Left Off Weak in Tone and at 
Generally Lower Prices. 

New York, May 11.—London set the pace 
for local operators this morning. The fear 
that the condemnation of American citizens 
who were on the Competitor might lead to 
serious complications between the United 
States and Spain weakened American se- 
curities in London and caused a feeling 
of hesitation on the part of speculators 
here. The bears, of course, made the most 
of the news and hammered the market 
vigorously in the early trading, but the 
trading was on so small a scale that the 
movements in the leading shares had no 
special significance. Considering the fact 
that over $2,000,000 gold was taken for ship- 
ment to Europe tomorrow, and that the 
street is disappointed about 
of Mr. McKinley to declare himself in em- 
phatic terms on the currency, the decline 
in prices was slight.

The problem of what shall be done with 
him is a considerable one and many 
thoughtful Atlanta citizens are trying to 
offer some solution. Many.of these gave 
their ideas to The Constitution yesterday. 

What Judge Andy Says. 

Judge Andy Calhoun has had more to 
do with Mack Woodsides and has had a 
better chance to study him than any other 
person in the city. He thinks that the 
boy should be sent to the deaf and dumb 
asylum. 

“He should be taken out of the streets 
and given a chance to make something of 
hinrself,”” said Judge Andy, “and T think 
that the best place for him is at the deaf 
and dumb asylum He is worrying every- 
body in the city and is giving no end of 
trouble by his many escapades. 

“The boy is an intelligent chap, and 
would be as good as any other child if 
taught and trained. He needs some one to 
be watching him continually and this could 
be better done at the asylum than here in 
Atlanta. . 

“Only this morning the little fellow 
slipped around and crawled in the win- 
dow of my private office. He rummaged 
through a few papers and finally opened 
the safe. Nothing was missing and I am 
of the opinion that he did it just for the 
love of meddling. I have no idea that he 
intended to steal, and a.”’t think that he 
ever does wrong. intentionally, but not- 
withstanding that fact, he should be sent 
to a place where’ he could be taken care 
of and educated. His mind is sound and 
there is»no doubt that he would learn 
very readily. 

“The deaf and dumb asylum is the 
place for him, and he should be sent there 
as soon as possible.’’ 

Is a Bright Boy, Says Connolly. 

Chief Connolly, who has been worried by 
Mack Woodsides more than any cne else 
in town, thinks that the boy should be sent 
to the deaf and dumb asylum. 

“Something should be done with the 
boy,” said the chief yesterday. “He roams 
about the city and loiters around the po- 
lice station, giving, no end of trouble. The 
deaf and dumb asylum is the place for 
him and there he should be sent. 

“He is a boy of unusual brightness and 
intelligence and there would be no trou- 
ble in teaching him to be as good and as 
honest as the average child. 

“He certainly shouldn't be allowed to 
Stay on the streets of the city and worry 
the citizens. In my opinion the deaf and 
dumb asylum is the place for him.” 

“I think that the only thing that couid 
well be done with the boy,’’ said Captain 
James W. English yesterday, “would bé to 
snd him to the deaf and dumb asylum. 
At that place he would be well educated 
@nd taught to be honest. 

“T believe that the boy has a _ sound 
mind, but in my opinion he would in the 
course of years become depraved if allowed 
to stay in charge of his mother. He is a 
public nuisance and since he is believed by 
every one to bé a fake he has been the 
means of Keeping. other probably worthy 
beggars from being helped. 

“His mother would in all probability not 
like the idea of sending ‘thhim to an asylum, 
but something must be done with him. The 
citizens must be protected from such nui- 
Fances and in my opinion the deaf and 
dumb asylum would be the best place for 
him and he should be sent there at as early 
a date as possible.”

Mr. Simms has made a splendid record 
with the Western Union and only leaves 
it for a better position. His office will con- 
tinue to be in Atlanta, though his territory 
includes Georgia, South Carolina, Fiorida 
and a part of Alabama, which is the dis- 
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The Retiring Manager of the Western 
Union Office. 


of Superintendent Gentry, to whom 
he will report. He is thoroughly equipped 
for his new position. He has been with 
the Western Union for years, having work- 
ei up from the Key. He came here about 
four years ago from Mobile and has made 
many friends for his company. 

Major Courtney its a veteran in the tele- 
graph service. He had charge of impor- 
tant lines for the confederate government 
during the war and it is no new business 
to him, though he has been in railroad 
work during recent vears. 

John Calhoun Courtney ts a typical Vir- 
gentleman. He was born in Norfolk 
August 15, 1834, and resided in that city 
until he reached his majoritv. When he 
Was fifteen’ vears old voung Courtney en- 
tered the service of the Virxinia Telegraph 
Company and soon mastered the Moore 
code. He was probably the first operator 
to receive a telezraph message by sound. 
All the wuperators at that time received 
on paper. 

In 1855 he was with the Washington and 
New Orleans Telegraph Company as op- 
erator at Petersburg, Va. Five years later 
he was appointed agent of the Norfolk and 
Petersburg Railroad Company. In 1862 he 
left Petersburg for Burlington, N. C., to 
assume charge of the Southern ixpress 
Company's telegraph lines and the follow- 
ing vear he removed to Burlington and be- 
came superintendent of the telegraph de- 
partment, which position he held until 1866, 

During the first year of the war Major 
Courtney was in frequent consultation with 
General Robert [c. Lee in regard to the 
teiegraph service. Later on he correspond- 
ed with ‘7enerals Beauregard and Johnston 
and delivered to General Beauregard in 
advance of all other dispatches the news 
of. General Lee’s surrender at Appomattox, 
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MAJOR J. C. COURTNEY, 
Newly Appointed Manager of-the Western 
Union Telegraph Company. 


Major Courtney also delivered to Presi- 
dent Jefferson Davis the dispatch from 
General John C. Breckinridge announcing 
the assassination of President Lincoln. He 
was subsequently taken to Washington to 
corroborate this dispatch before the court 
martial engaged in the great assassination 
trial. From May, 1882, until the close of 
the war Major Courtney was in charge 
of the telegraph lines from Danyille, Va., 
and Weldon, N. C., to Columbia, S. C. 
The position was not given to him di- 
rectly by the confederate government, but 
it brought him into frequent communica- 
tion with the leaders of the ‘confederacy, 
and in this way he rendered valuable ser- 
vice to the country. Major Courtney re- 
mained in Columbia from 1866 to 1870 as the 
assistant superintendent of the Southern 
Express Company for North and South 
Carolina. In October, 1870, he came to At- 
lanta as the superintendent of the tele- 
graph lines between Atlanta and Chatta- 
nooga, and in the samée@ear he went with 
the Western and Atlantic railroad. He 
suceeded Alvin Lynch as auditor in 1873 
and held that position until the affairs of 
the old company were wound up last 
year. 

For a long time Major Courtney ras 
secretarv and treasurer of the Monteagle 
assembly and did a great deal toward buiid- 
ing up that institution. He has heen espe- 
Cially prominent in-Surday school work 
here in Atlanta and was superintendent of 
the First Methodist Sunday school for 
fifteen years. Since 18% he has acted as 
special examiner in a®rumber of railroad 
cases and was chairman of fhe auditing 
committee of the Southern Railway and 
Steamshi, Association. He takes to his 
new. position a familiarity with the busi- 
ness and the finest ability.

12, 1889," (Acts of 1889, p. 118), the presump- 
tion would be that there was no bond: 
but this presumption could be rebutted bv 
proving that, -in point of fact, a bond 
Was given. 

3. It not affirmatively appearing in the 
present case that there was a 
bond to reconvey, and the pre- 
sumption because of a recital in 
the alleged deec in the words above quoted 
being to the contrary, and the condition 
expressed in the recital above indicated 
to the effect that the instrument shall be 
void on payment of the debt being equiva- 
lent to the defeasance clause vsually in- 
serted in mortgages, the court erred in 
treating the instrument in question as a 
conveyance passing title and not as a mere 
mortgage, and consequently erred further 
in dismissing the plaintiff's petition.

Russian Jews Hold a Mass Meeting 
and Take Action. 


A CALL ON MRS. EICHBERG 


They Want Her and Her Co-Laborers 
To Resume Work. 


THEY DON’T AGREE WITH MR. EPLON 


Think the Work Has Been of Great 
Value Among Their People. 
What They Say. 


The split in the Russian Jew synagogue 
Decatur street is widening and seems 
to have settled down to an issue as to 
whether they shall tolerate bathing 
establishment and Sabbath pro- 
vided for them by the Jewish ladies and 
continue to receive the aid of the Nation- 
al Council of Jewish Women, or eschew the 
baths and thereby assert their ability to 
keep out of the ranks of the great un- 
washed without the assistance of out- 
siders. ; 

A large meeting of the Russian Jews 
was held on Sunday afternoon and a pa- 
per was numerously signed by the mem- 
bers of the colony to the effect that they 
had no part in the action of the syna- 
gogue authorities in closing the building 
of the Jewish ladies on Saturday afternoon 
and that they d'‘d not consider that the 
establishment of the free baths in their 
neighborhhood carried with it any 
flection on their personal habits. 

This paper was on yesterday handed to 
Mrs. L. T. Ejichberg, of the Hebrew 
Ladies’ Benevolent Association, who de- 
clined to receive it, as she had no desire 
to take any part in the controversy furth- 
er than to continue the benevolent work 
which the association had dofng 
among the poorer members of the Russian 
colony. The bathing establishment was 
only a small part of the good work that 
these ladies have been doing for their un- 
fortunate people. In the winter they 
supply a great many of them in fuel, as- 
sist them in getting a start in business 
and in other ways, and have done an un- 
told amount of good among them. 

That their aid has been much appreciated 
is shown by the way in which many mem- 
bers of the colony are siding with them 
in the controversy which has been started. 

Mr. Leon Eplan, who has a loan estab- 
lishment on Decatur street, and who is 
president of the Decatur street synagogue, 
is the leader of the other side. Mr. Eplan 
vigorously denies that they are. working 
against the ladies’ societies, and says that 
it was only at the instance of many of 
his people that they closed the synagogue 
to the Sunday school. 

“1 wrote a note to the ladies,” said 
Eplan, ‘‘telling them that some of the 
members of the synagogue desired that 
the school be no longer conducted in that 
building, and intended to explain the 
reason for such action later. In some way 
the teachers were not notified in time and 
came down as usual. Two of the members, 
seeing the children congre-ating, went 
over and told them to go home. Then when 
the teachers arrived they simply told them 
that there were no scholars present. 1 
did not even know that this action was 
being taken, although as president of the 
congregation, I had notified the ladies that 
they could no longer hold the school in 
the synagogue building. When the ladies 
came by my place to see me about it I 
merely explained the matter to them, and 
the assertion that I was rude to them is 
false. I have nothing to say at all against 
the ladies, only I and my people resent 
the imputation that our children are 
not properly educated in the scriptures and 
that they need any outside instruction in 
habits of cleanliness. The statement that 
has been made in a Jewish publication in 
the city that I control the votes of the 
Russian Jews is false. We vote together, 
and we will not be used by the politicians. 
it is our pride to exercise the rights of 
sitizens in this liberty-loving coumry, 
which were denied to us in our old home. 

“I have always taken a” leading part in 
the effort to get our peopie naturalized 
and to educate them in the duties of citi- 
zenship. 1 believe that it is the right way 
to make them a respected part olf our pop- 
ulation and that it is the best way to 
muke them take a pride in their new home. 
Any statement that I have ever attempted 
to control these votes for any personal 
consideration or that I claim to have the 
power of voting them as | desire is false, 
no matter who says so. We teach our 
children ourselves, and we resent any im- 
putations cast upon us as a class beneath 
other classes of the Jewish population.’ 

Mr. Eplan further explaineaqd what the 
term “‘schnorrer,’’ used in his card, meant. 
He said that a schnorrer was a German 
Jew beggar and that the Jews knew what 
he meant when he used the term. As to 
the counter epithet of Svengali, which had 
been leveled at him, he professed his ig- 
norance and some degree of indifference. 

Mr. Markens, who is the editor of The 
Jewish Tribune, in which Mr. Eplan was 
severely gibbeted a week or two ago for 
his action in regard to the Decatur street 
Synagogue matter, expressed some =  sur- 
prise that (Mr. Eplan should have denied 
having claimed to be able to vote the De- 
catur street contingent and that he had 
said nothing out of the way to the ladies.

DOCTOR PUT UNDER BOND.

Two of Them Were Held and the Third

The case of Dr. S. W. Arrowood was 
tried before Justice Bloodworth yesterday 
afternoon, and the doctor was bound over 
on two of the warrants.

This was the case of larceny and cheating 
and swindling. The case of larceny was 
dismissed and he was bound over for 
cheating and swindling. 

Mr. Redwine claimed that after he had 
had Dr. Arrowood arrested and then releas- 
ed him, Arrowood went to one of the af- 
ternoon papers and had a libelous article 
published about Redwine. The doctor was 
bound over on this charge. 

In the other case of larceny the warrant 
was sworn out by a Peters street boarding 
house keeper, who claimed that he had 
loaned Arrowood some knives and forks 
and that Arrowood had not returned them, 
This case was dismissed.
